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Demostraciones contra recortes en educación 


Protestas de los 
estudiantes contra

Varias decenas de estudiantes 
de todas las razas y niveles socio- 
económicos, se reunieron en San 
José frente al edificio estatal y blo- 
quearon por algunos minutos la 
calle Segunda, mientras llegaban 
a la entrada principal de la Uni- 
versidad Estatal de San José. El 
objetivo de la demostración fue el 
de protestar por los cortes a los 
servicios especiales de asistencia 
a estudiantes que propuso el go- 
bernador Arnold Schwarzenegger 
el año pasado. Los estudiantes exi- 
gen que mantenga las promesas 
que hizo durante su campaña elec- 
toral de una educación de calidad 
para todos. 

“Queremos que el gobernador 
no corte los programas especiales 
de asistencia a los estudiantes en 
la Universidad de California 
(conocida como UC) y en Cal 
State (Universidad Estatal de Cali- 
fornia), ya que esos programas nos 
ayudan para ser mejores e ir a la 
universidad”, afirmó Mayra 
Oseguera, estudiante de prepara- 
toria. 

Aunada a la exigencia de que 
Schwarzenegger mantenga los 
programas de servicios especiales, 
los estudiantes exigieron que se 
reoriente el debate sobre el pro- 
veer “oportunidades para apren- 
der”. “No nos cierre las puertas, 
señor gobernador, nosotros los es- 
tudiantes, somos el futuro de Cali- 
fornia”, concluyó Oseguera. Por 
su parte, Orelia Cuevas, madre de

familia, dijo que “una educación 
con calidad implica la oportunidad 
de aprender para todos los es- 
tudiantes. Muchas escuelas no 
proveen esa oportunidad”. 

La propuesta del mandatario 
estatal es recortar 100 millones de 
dólares incluyendo 24 millones de 
los programas de apoyo, que 

“preparan a los estudiantes que 
asisten desde preescolar a prepa- 
ratoria para que vayan a la uni- 
versidad, ya sea UC o Cal State. 

Estos recortes fueron anun- 

ciados por Schwarzenegger el 18 


de diciembre del año pasado, 


seguido de su anuncio de la re- 
ducción a los impuestos por las 
placas vehiculares, reducción que 
por cierto, enfrenta desde el 21 de 


dd 


enero del presente año, una de- 
manda en la Suprema Corte de 
California. 

La propuesta del Presupuesto 
Estatal para el año 2004-2005 del 
gobernador, eliminaría los progra- 
mas de servicios especiales en los 
colegios y universidades estatales 
durante ese año y además, haría 
drásticas reducciones a los progra- 
mas de ayuda financiera y aumen- 
taría los costos de inscripción, en- 
tre Otros. 

Para Richard Hobbs, presi- 
dente de la Mesa Directiva de los 
Colegios de San José City College 
y Evergreen Valley College “nues- 
tro distrito está muy preocupado 
por los recortes que propone el 
gobernador. Sabemos que si 


recortan esos fondos, significa que 
los estudiantes de bajos recursos 
no van a tener la oportunidad de 
hacer sus estudios superiores. 
Sabemos también que, en nuestro 
distrito escolar, más del 85% de 
los estudiantes son hispanos, 
asiáticos o afroamericanos, como 
los llaman ahora; así que.si se 
terminan los fondos, con ellos se 
termina la oportunidad para todos 
estos estudiantes de asistir a la 
universidad o de ganar un sueldo 
que ayude a sus familias. 

Por ejemplo, en nuestro Dis- 
trito, tenemos los programas En- 
lace y el proyecto Puente, que son 
programas que han ayudado a 
miles y miles de latinos, no sólo

Mexico's first 


lady in middle 


of another political storm

Mexico City, (EFE).- Mexi- 
can First Lady Marta Sahagun 
found herself amid another politi- 
cal storm Wednesday following 
a British press report alleging 
mismanagement in a foundation 
over which she presides and con- 
tradictory statements by her hus- 
band about her presidential aspi- 
rations. 

On Jan. 31, British daily The 
Financial Times reported irregu- 
larities in the accounts of Vamos 
Mexico — a foundation headed 
by Sahagun — unleashing a po- 
litical scandal. 

The board of directors of the 
foundation on Tuesday accused 
the daily of printing “lies, libel 
and defamation” in its article 
about Vamos Mexico. 

The board said the article 
was “based mainly on value judg- 
ments, slanted interpretations and 
serious accusations” against the 
foundation. 

Mexican daily La Jornada in 
an editorial noted “the suspicions 
over the uncertain handling of the 
donations” to Vamos Mexico, 
blasting “the ill-mannered and 
unacceptable attempt by presi- 
dential representatives to prevent 
the report from being made pub- 
lie 

To round off the scandal, the 
opposition Institutional Revolu- 
tionary Party, or PRI, demanded 
that the foundation account for its 
funds and criticized Sahagun's 
“dangerous confusion of roles” as 
first lady, fundraiser and presi- 
dential hopeful. 

Since she became first lady, 
Sahagun has become one of the 
country's most popular figures

and a favorite in the voter opin- 
ion polls for the 2006 presiden- 
tial election. 

But President Vicente Fox 
told a radio station he and his 
wife had not discussed the pos- 
sibility of Sahagun's presidential 
bid, contradicting her recent 
statements in a television inter- 
view. 

“We haven't even discussed 
the matter,” Fox said. 

“Of course we've talked, of 
course it's a subject that is in our 
conversations and on the table,” 
Sahagun told a television station, 
referring to her discussions with 
Fox about her presidential aspi- 
rations. 

“Marta has never said she 
wants to be president. She has 
never said it, at least she has 
never told me anything in that 
regard. I've never heard her say 
anything of the kind,” Fox 
said.s2

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Over 100,000 permanent absentee Demolition clears way 


voters in Santa Clara County 


Over 100,000 voters in 
Santa Clara County have signed 
up to be permanent absentee vot- 
ers. The number is getting close 
to the Registrar of Voters’ goal 
of 160,000. Permanent absentee 
voting may continue to increase 
as more and more voters choose 
to vote by mail. 

The number of permanent 
absentee voters has grown since 
2002, when legislation allowing 
any registered voter to apply for 
permanent absentee voting be- 
came effective. The increase 
among these voters is also attrib- 
uted to the Registrar of Voters’ 
Office, which has been actively 
promoting permanent absentee 
voting. Prior to 2002, only about 
9.000 of the registered voters in 
the county were permanent ab- 
sentee. 

Permanent absentee voters 
are automatically mailed their 
ballots prior to each election in 
which they are eligible to vote. 
Ballots for the upcoming March 
2nd Presidential Primary Elec- 
tion will be sent to current per- 
manent absentee voters shortly. 

Applying for permanent ab- 
sentee status is easy. Applica- 


tions may be obtained and are 
available at the Registrar of Vot- 
ers office or online at 
www.sccvote.org 

Voters, who are not perma- 
nent absentee, but would like an 
absentee ballot may request one. 
by mail, any time between now 
and 5 p.m., Tuesday, February 
24th. Applications for absentee 
ballots are available on the back 
cover of the sample ballots, 
which are being mailed to vot- 
ers. Absentee ballots may also 
be requested by writing a letter 
to the Registrar of Voters’ Office, 
P.O. Box 1740, San Jose, CA 
95109. Absentee ballots may be 
requested, in person, at the Reg- 
istrar of Voters Office, 1555 
Berger Drive, Building 2, San 
Jose between now and up 
through election day. 

With so many voters choos- 
ing to vote absentee, voters are 
strongly encouraged to return 
their voted ballots to the Regis- 
trar of Voters” Office as soon as 
possible. By returning absentee 
ballots early, local election offi- 
cials will have time to verify and 
process them and have them 
ready to count election night. 
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Ballots received just before or on 
Election Day will not be pro- 
cessed until after Election Day. 

Voters are also reminded that 
absentee ballots must be received 
by no later than 8 p.m. election 
day. Postmarks are not accepted. 
Absentee ballots may be dropped 
off at the Registrar of Voters’ Of- 
fice or at any polling place on 
Election Day.

Washington, (EFE).- Las 
tarifas de todos los servicios de 
inmigración en EE.UU. podrían 
tener una inminente alza de un 
promedio de 55 dólares, según 
una propuesta presentada el mar- 
tes pasado por las autoridades mi- 
gratorias. 

Esa propuesta, anunciada 
por la Oficina de Ciudadanía y 
Servicios de Inmigración (CIS, 
por sus siglas en inglés), ha sido 
publicada el martes pasado en el 
Registro Federal (diario oficial). 

Las autoridades dejaron cla- 
ro que la propuesta no cambia ni 
puede cambiar las tarifas por sí 
misma, y que esa iniciativa es 
únicamente el inicio del proceso 
de regulación durante el cual una 
agencia anuncia sus intenciones 
de cambiar las normas. 

Las nuevas tarifas añadirían 
un promedio de 55 dólares al 
costo actual de las solicitudes de 
inmigración y además, aumenta- 
ría la tarifa de biométricos en 20 
dólares para algunas solicitudes. 

La CIS dijo que los ajustes 
de las tarifas generarán suficiente 
financiación para las mejoras de 
seguridad instituidas después de 


los atentados del 11 de septiem- 
bre de 2001. 

Esa institución aseguró que 
habitualmente efectúa 35 millo- 
nes de verificaciones de seguri- 
dad nacional para garantizar la 
seguridad e integridad del siste- 
ma de inmigración estadouniden- 
se. 

“El costo de realizar nuestra 
labor es mayor que los fondos 
que generamos”, dijo el director 
de CIS, Eduardo Aguirre, de 
origen cubano. 

Añadió que “el aumento pro- 
puesto es consistente con la in- 
tención de que la agencia tenga 
una orientación comercial y re- 
fuerza nuestro compromiso res- 
pecto a la integridad del sistema”. 

Aguirre explicó que en lugar 
de usar fondos provenientes de 
las recaudaciones tributarias, las 
directrices federales requieren 
que la CIS establezca tarifas que 
permitan recobrar la totalidad del 
costo de proporcionar servicios 
a los inmigrantes. 

Las directrices federales 
también obligan a efectuar una 
revisión de las tarifas de los ser- 
vicios, cada dos años, para ase- 


gurar que se colectan los ingresos 
adecuados. 

Estos costos de recuperación 
permitirán que las autoridades de 
inmigración ofrezcan mejores 
servicios sin comprometer la 
seguridad nacional, afirmó la 
CIS. 

La propuesta fija un plazo de 
30 días para la recepción de co- 
mentarios públicos. 

Después de recibir y analizar 
los comentarios, la institución 
publicará un dictamen final en el 
Registro Federal, en donde se 
anunciará la nueva estructura de 
tarifas. 

Esas tarifas entrarán en vigor 
poco después de finalizar el plazo 
para comentarios, según las nor- 
mas del reglamento establecido. 

La CIS dijo en un comunica- 
do que los comentarios por escri- 
to deberán ser enviados a la Divi- 
sión de Servicios de Reglamento 
y Formularios, de la Oficina de 
Ciudadanía e Inmigración, De- 
partamento de Seguridad Nacio- 
nal, 425 1 Street, N.W., Oficina 
4034, Washington, D.C., 20536. 

Agrega que los interesados 
deberán indicar en su correspon- 
dencia que los comentarios son 
en referencia al: USCIS No.

Una fuente de la CIS aseguró 
a EFE que “por supuesto” habrá 
un incremento en las tarifas de 
los servicios, pero no precisó la 
fecha en que ese alza se pondrá 
en marcha.

Washington, (EFE).- El 
senador John Kerry surgió como 
el gran ganador de las elecciones 
primarias y asambleas del Partido 
Demócrata realizadas el martes 
pasado en siete estados para bus- 
car al candidato de la agrupación 
en las elecciones presidenciales 
de noviembre. 

El legislador de Massachu- 
setts ganó en los estados de Misu- 
ri, Arizona, Delaware, Nuevo 
México. y Dakota del Norte, 
negándosele el triunfo sólo en 
Carolina del Sur, donde le ganó 
de manera clara el senador John 
Edwards, y en Oklahoma. 

En este último estado el 
triunfo fue para ex general Wesley 
Clark, quien superó por poco más 
de mil sufragios a Edwards en un 
escrutinio en el que ambos 
lograron un 30 por ciento de los 
votos, seguidos por Kerry, quien 
logró un 27 por ciento. 

Clark, un ex comandante de 
las fuerzas de la OTAN en Euro- 
pa, había dicho que un triunfo en 
Oklahoma era crucial para mante- 
ner vivas sus esperanzas en la 
campaña. 

En lugares rezagados del es- 
crutinio quedaron el senador Joe 
Lieberman, el representante Den- 
nis Kucinich y el reverendo Al 
Sharpton. 

Según las encuestas realiza- 
das a pie de urna, los hispanos de 
Arizona se inclinaron principal- 
mente por Kerry (43 por ciento), 
y después por Clark (24) y Dean 
(20), con el 13 por ciento restante 
dividido entre los demás aspiran- 
tes a la candidatura. 

Kerry, un veterano de la gue- 
rra de Vietnam, aseguró que tiene 
pocas dudas de que se enfrentará 
al presidente George W. Bush en 
las elecciones de noviembre. 

“Estoy convencido de que los 
republicanos están asustados con 
mi campaña. Saben que seré un 
rival muy difícil”, manifestó. 

Añadió que su triunfo en 
Misuri —el estado más im- 
portante de los siete — había sido

“fabuloso” y que la derrota en 
Carolina del Sur no había 
constituido una sorpresa para él. 

“Pero creo que haber sido se- 
gundo en ese estado ha sido un 
gran premio”, dijo el legislador, 
que virtualmente no realizó 
campaña en Misuri. 

“La gente quiere un nuevo 
liderazgo. Está cansada de los 
intereses especiales” influyentes 
en Washington y en el Gobierno 
republicano, según dijo. 

Una encuesta de Gallup para 
la cadena de televisión CNN y el 
diario USA Today afirmó que, de 
celebrarse ahora las elecciones, 
Kerry derrotaría a Bush con una 
diferencia de siete puntos porcen- 
tuales. 

La principal víctima de las 
primarias fue Lieberman, el ex 
candidato a la Vicepresidencia en 
las elecciones de 2000, quien re- 
nunció a sus aspiraciones inme- 
diatamente después de confirmar- 
se que no tenía posibilidades de 
triunfo en ninguno de los siete 
estados. 

“Después de analizar los re- 
sultados de esta noche he decidido 
poner fin a mi búsqueda de la Pre- 
sidencia de EE.UU. Es una deci- 
sión difícil, pero realista”, dijo 
Lieberman a sus partidarios. 


El senador también había 
tenido resultados decepcionantes 
en las primarias de Nuevo Hamp- 
shire, la semana pasada. 

Por el contrario, el ánimo era 
totalmente festivo en la campaña 
de Edwards, quien con su victoria 
en Carolina del Sur dijo haberse 
convertido en el primer rival de 
Kerry en la lucha por la candidatu- 
ra presidencial. 

Añadió que haber ganado en 
un estado del sur también lo 
convierte en un rival de peso para 
Bush, el candidato indiscutido a 
la reelección por el Partido Repu- 
blicano. 

“Si el pueblo estadounidense 
me da la oportunidad de luchar 
contra Bush en noviembre yo le 
devolveré la Casa Blanca”, señaló 
al insistir en su mensaje electoral 
que ha afirmado que hay dos 
Estados Unidos, “el de los pri- 
vilegiados y el de todos los de- 
más”. 

En las primarias y asambleas 
de los siete estados se disputaron 
los votos de 269 delegados a Con- 
vención Nacional Demócrata que 
se celebrará en julio. 

Para ser confirmado candi- 
dato presidencial demócrata es 
necesario que el aspirante logre el 
voto de 2,162 delegados.s> 


La propuesta presupuestaria 2005 causa una “gran decepción”

Washington, (EFE).- El pre- 
supuesto para 2005 que presentó 
el presidente George W. Bush 
resultó “una gran decepción” por 
la falta de apoyo a los estudiantes 
más necesitados, según líderes 
educativos. 

El gobierno asegura que los 
57,300 millones de dólares pro- 
puestos para Educación reflejan el 
mayor incremento si se compara 
con lo que se espera destinar a otras 
agencias federales. 

Esta proposición representa 
1,700 millones de dólares adicio- 
nales al presupuesto de 2004 y 35,8 
por ciento de aumento para progra- 
mas educativos desde que Bush 
asumió la presidencia, indicó Rod 
Paige. secretario de Educación. 

Sin embargo, los críticos reite- 
ran que la asignación no es sufi- 
ciente para financiar las imposicio- 
nes en la ley de reforma educativa, 
una denuncia que refuta con vehe- 
mencia el secretario. 

Paige, el primer afroamericano 
en ocupar la secretaría de Edu- 
cación, dijo que la petición refleja 


“el compromiso de Bush” con la 
legislación “Que Ningún Niño 
Quede Atrás” e insiste que la ley 
“tiene más que fondos suficientes”. 

La presidenta de la Federación 
Estadounidense de Maestros, 
Sandra Feldman, dijo que desde 
2002 se ha reducido de 18 a 3 por 
ciento el porcentaje de aumentos 
necesarios para cubrir los gastos en 
que incurre el sistema de educación 
público. 

El presidente de la Asociación 
Nacional de Educación (NEA en 
inglés), acusó a Bush de someter 
una propuesta “repleta de promesas 
rotas y engaños”. 

“El escuálido aumento de 1,8 
por ciento en el presupuesto (en 
comparación con el de 2004) no se 
acerca, ni remotamente, a satis- 
facer las obligaciones que exige la 
ley y se queda corta por más de 9 
mil millones de dólares”, dijo Reg 
Weaver, presidente de la NEA. 

Para Weaver la propuesta, que 
calificó como “hecha a la medida 
para este año electoral”, desvía 
dinero de vitales programas “a la 
vez que apoya su agenda ideoló- 
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gica”. 

Aunque el presupuesto asigna 
1,000 millones de dólares adicio- 
nales para el programa Título I (que 
beneficia a escuelas con estu- 
diantes pobres y minorías), y 1,100 
millones de dólares para “Leer 
Primero”, (para lograr que todos 
los niños estén leyendo en tercer 
grado), elimina fondos para 38 
programas. ) 

Entre los programas sin finan- 
ciar figuran el de prevención de 
deserciones escolares —una si- 
tuación que aqueja mayormente a 
los estudiantes hispanos—; el de 
consejeros en escuelas elementales 
y uno para aumentar la partici- 
pación escolar de los padres en 


comunidades pobres. 

Las críticas al presupuesto 
2005, incluso, se extienden hasta 
las esferas de educación superior, 
donde los líderes universitarios 
sostienen que “muchos estudiantes 
pobres quedarán desamparados”, 
ya que el mismo deja a este grupo 
particularmente “atrás”. 

Bajo dicha propuesta, las 
Becas Pell permanecerian en 4,050 
dólares por tercer año consecutivo. 

Aunque el presidente brinde 
33 millones de dólares para un pro- 
grama piloto que recompensa con 
1,000 dólares adicionales en Becas 
Pell a estudiantes pobres de escuela 
secundaria, la iniciativa es válida 
sólo para el primer año. 
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La propuesta del presidente 
tampoco provee fondos adicionales 
para el programa de préstamos 
Perkins, que se otorgan a bajo 
interés a estudiantes de familias de 
escasos recursos económicos. 

Por otro lado, las becas o ayu- 
das financieras para el programa 
universitario de Estudio y Trabajo, 
y el de Oportunidades Educativas, 
se tienen que conformar son los 
mismos niveles presupuestarios de 
2004. 

Entretanto, las universidades 
que sirven a poblaciones mayor- 
mente latinas, sólo verán un alza 
de 2,1 por ciento en sus fondos (de 
94 a 96 millones de dólares). 

Mientras que los colegios que 


sirven a poblaciones mayormente 
afroamericanas, recibirían un poco 
más, de 223 a 241 millones de dó- 
lares (8,1 por ciento de aumento). 

Becky Timmons, directora de 
relaciones gubernamentales del 
Consejo Estadounidense sobre 
Educación, denunció que el presu- 
puesto 2005, de aprobarse, “no 
reconoce que el futuro económico 
de este país depende en proveer 
esperanza y Oportunidad a todos 
los estudiantes cualificados para ir 
a la universidad”. 

Al tiempo que la NEA reclamó 
al Congreso “echar a un lado la 
política” y re-enfocar las priori- 
dades de la nación “al fortalecer la

Illegal immigrants or illegal companies?

“What part of illegal don’t you under- 
stand?” is a question I’ve heard many times 
when I try to defend the rights of undocu- 
mented workers. For people who ask that 
question, illegal status is the only thing that 
counts. 

Of course, undocumented workers did do 
something illegal by crossing the border with- 
out appropriate papers. But they are certainly 
not the only ones who have ever committed 
crimes. 

Have you ever used an illegal substance? 
Driven faster than the speed limit? Cheated 
on your taxes? Taken something home from 


your job site belonging to your company? If 


so, like Rush Limbaugh, who broke our drug 
laws, or George W. Bush, who was arrested 
for drunk driving in 1976, you committed a 
crime. Does that make you an illegal Ameri- 
can? Do we have an illegal president? 

Does it mean that once you commit a 
crime you lose every right as a human be- 
ing? Or are there certain crimes which are 
not that significant? 

There is a strong emotional reaction to 
undocumented workers and their crime. Some 
of it is pure racism. 

Some of it has to do with the anti-immi- 
grant feelings which are part of American 
history. All ethnic groups can point to some 
form of discrimination, which, in some way 
was the price to pay for Americanization. 

Some of the negative feelings toward 
undocumented workers have to do with the 


insecurity we have as a nation, which the 
tragic events of 9/11 exacerbated. Anyone 
coming from abroad into our country is sus- 
pect and potentially dangerous. And in some 
people’s minds, undocumented workers are 
part of an illegal activity and therefore could 
be responsible for terrorism. 

Undocumented workers remind us we 
can’t fully control our borders. People from 
other countries can come into our country, 
get jobs, and also get government services. 
And on top of that, they may cause us harm. 

Because of the strong perception that 
undocumented workers have committed a 
crime, people want to punish them. In Cali- 
fornia, voters approved Proposition 187 to 
deny benefits to undocumented workers and 
their children. The courts later overturned it, 
essentially saying that the “justice” voters 
wanted to administer did not fit the “crime.” 

Their “crime” would not have been pos- 
sible without companies’ tacit cooperation. 
Yet, no one talks about “illegal” companies. 
So if a subcontractor for Wal-Mart hires un- 
documented workers and pays them two dol- 
lars a day, as USA Today reported recently, 
people blame the workers. They may get a 
little angry at Wal-Mart, but they don’t label 
it an “illegal” corporation. 

The real “crime” undocumented work- 
ers committed is a desire for a job. We know 
that if jobs suddenly disappeared, people 
would not cross the border illegally. It hap- 
pened soon after 9/11. With a U.S. economy 
in the doldrums, apprehensions at the Mexico/ 
U.S. border virtually dried up. The word 
spread that there were no jobs and people 
were staying home. 

Illegal immigration occurs all over the 
world. Anytime you have a poor country bor- 
dering on arich one, people will move, seek- 
ing opportunities, and at the same time pro- 
viding benefits to the rich country. 

Laws to allow people to move need to 


be changed because they don’t reflect fair- 
ness or justice. 

Remember the fountains for whites and 
blacks? Some laws prevented interracial mar- 
riages. Some prevented Asian immigrants 
from ever becoming citizens. These laws have 
been changed. Should immigration laws be 
changed? 

If we want to end illegal immigration, 
we need to stop the hypocrisy and make sure 
people are hired legally. If “illegal” hiring dis- 
appears, so will illegal immigration. 

Until recently, most undocumented 
workers, particularly those from Mexico, 
were migrants. They’d come to the U.S. and 
then go back to their home country. Since the 
mid nineties, crossing the border has become 
very difficult and indeed dangerous. Many 
of these migrants stayed in the U.S. and be- 
came immigrants. 

All Americans are, in fact, “immigrants.” 
The difference is time and circumstances. 
Some came to our country thousands of years 
ago and some just recently. 

Negative feelings against immigrants 
have always been there. Every ethnic group 
has been the subject of discrimination. Even- 
tually, as the second or third generation of a 
certain group settles and becomes “Ameri- 
can,” ancestors are looked on with nostalgic 
eyes and indeed are viewed with a certain 
heroism. 

Will the same happen with undocu- 
mented workers a few generations in the fu- 
ture? Quite likely. And when that day comes, 
our grandchildren will look back in shame at 
the way we stigmatized people with the word 
illegal.

In the year end issue of TIME 
magazine, a brief. obituary-like 
section appeared called “mile- 
stones.”

Iswrote TIME the following let- 
ter: 

Dear Editor: 

Your “obituary” of Fred

A Wuss,” was disrespectful to 
the memory of a man who did a 
lot of good. 

Mr. Rogers was about inno- 
cence and respect. Neither one 
of these qualities could be found 
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in Joel Stein’s self-indulgent 
comments. 

Why didn’t TIME reflect 
upon some of Fred Roger’s nu- 
merous contributions to Ame- 
rica’s youth rather than print- 
ing a couple of odd, personal 
anecdotes of just one journalist? 

TIME responded, sort of 

TIME’s Letters Editor wrote, 
“Dear Mr. Campbell, It was in- 
teresting to hear from you about 
the Milestone on Mr. Rogers... We 
assure you that Joel Stein’s com- 
ments were not meant to be disre- 
spectful of Mr. Roger’s religion. 
Thank you very much for writ- 
Ngios" 

But I didn’t say anything 
about his religion! What a pathetic 
response. 

Isn't this an example of all 
that’s wrong in journalism today? 
Too many in the media focus on 
self-indulgent feeling and emo- 
tions rather than thoughts and 


ideas. In this case, the author 
placed more importance on him-

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México desechará TLC con Japón 
si no logra acuerdo en marzo 


Puebla (México), (EFE).- 
México insistió el martes pasado 
en que si antes de finales de marzo 
no se logran superar las diferen- 
cias con Japón para suscribir un 
acuerdo de libre comercio, aban- 
donará las negociaciones con ese 
país asiático. 

El ministro mexicano de Eco- 
nomía, Fernando Canales, señaló 
que en la décimo tercera ronda de 
negociaciones en Tokio, que con- 
cluyó la semana pasada, se obtu- 
vieron “avances importantes” pe- 
ro “todavía no suficientes” para 
los intereses del país. 

“Todavía quedan temas sin 
resolver. Hubo avances en temas 
agropecuarios, pero aún quedan 
algunos pendientes en el sector in- 
dustrial, el automotriz y el siderúr- 
gico y esperamos superar las dife- 
rencias en las siguientes reunio- 
nes”, afirmó el ministro en una 
rueda de prensa. 

En el inicio de la reunión de 
viceministros de Comercio de 
América en Puebla, al sur de la 
capital mexicana, Canales anun- 
ció que a fines de febrero se reuni- 


rán los grupos negociadores del 
tratado de libre comercio (TLC) 
en un lugar por definir y la última 
reunión a nivel ministerial será en 
México en marzo próximo. 

Sin embargo, advirtió de que 
si no se llega a un acuerdo “fa- 
vorable a los intereses de México, 
no se firmaría el tratado” con la 
primera economía de Asia. 

El ministro señaló que en la 
pasada ronda Japón hizo “conce- 
siones adicionales” que no especi- 
ficó a los volúmenes de impor- 
tación de varios productos mexi- 
canos, entre ellos los agropecua- 
rios, que han sido el principal 
obstáculo de las negociaciones 
por la negativa de los nipones a 
liberalizar su comercio. 

Los productos en disputa son, 
básicamente, la carne de cerdo, 
ternera y pollo, además de las na- 
ranjas y el jugo de naranja me- 
xicanos. 

Canales dijo que actualmente 
esta oferta esta siendo analizada 
y que en febrero “se vera si se ne- 
cesitan concesiones adicionales”. 


En la siguiente y última 
ronda, que se realizará en México, 
se analizarán fundamentalmente 
los volúmenes de cupos y los 
aranceles, dijo. 

El presidente de México, Vi- 
cente Fox, no pudo firmar el TLC 
durante su visita a Tokio el pasado 
mes de octubre pese al compromi- 
so que ambos países habían alcan- 
zado en tal sentido un año antes 
en la reunión del Foro Económico 
Asia-Pacífico (APEC) celebrado 
en Los Cabos. nordeste de Mé- 
XICO. 

En aquella ocasión, la proxi- 
midad de las elecciones generales 
niponas, que se celebraron en no- 
viembre, y el fuerte peso del voto 
de la población agrícola en el 
partido gobernante fueron dos de 
los factores que impidieron los 
avances. 

Japón suscribió su único TLC 
con Singapur en enero de 2002 y 
actualmente ha abierto negocia- 
ciones con varios países asiáticos 
para tratar de establecer otros 
acuerdos similares.<> 


Mexican journalist threatened after piece on prostitutes

Mexico City (EFE).- A 
Mexican journalist who uncov- 
ered links between municipal of- 
licials and massage parlors, strip 
clubs and brothels in the north- 
western city of Culiacan has seen 
her life turned upside down by a 
wave of threats and harassment. 

Irene Medrano, 40, a reporter 
for El Sol de Sinaloa, is currently 
accompanied by an armed body- 


guard 24 hours a day. 

She told EFE that the persis- 
tent intimidation began on Dec. 6 
with repeated calls to her home, 
her cell phone and the newspaper 
in which the anonymous callers, 
mostly men but occasionally 
women, insulted and threatened 
her. 

Medrano reported the inci- 
dents on Dec. 8 and convinced 
state prosecutors to tap her phones

Police investigations estab- 
lished that some of the calls came 
from city hall in Culiacan, whose 
mayor is Jesus Enrique Hernandez | 
Chavez of the Institutional Revo-; 
lutionary Party (PRI). 

The state of Sinaloa, where: 
Culiacan is located, is also gov- 
erned by the PRI. 

“I tried to speak with the 
mayor. | asked for an appointment 
twice, but he wouldn’t see me,” 
said Medrano, who links the 
threats to her work as a journalist. 

Last August, Medrano 
launched an investigation into 
child prostitution rings that in- 
volved visits to massage parlors, 
brothels, strip clubs and other 
places employing young women, 
many of them minors. 

“I did a report on how minors 
were recruited in private schools 
and introduced to the business. I 
interviewed one of them,” 
Medrano recalled. A 

The insistent calls were filled 
with “coarse remarks, unprintable 
words and indecent proposals,” 
she added. 

Medrano and her bodyguard 
have been attacked once so far, on 
Jan. 13, when two individuals pur- 
posely rammed into the car in 
which they were traveling. 

The frequency of the threats 
led Medrano to report the case to 
the state Human Rights Commis- 
sion, which has opened an inves- 
ligation. 

“IT want my peace of mind 
back. I don't want to have a body- 
guard. I used to have a quiet, 
peaceful life, and now my private 
life isn’t private at all. It's very dif- 
ficult,” Medrano said. 

The besieged journalist has 
received support from two local 
press associations. One of them, 
Siete de Julio, has taken her case 
to the watchdog organization Re- 
porters Without Borders (RSF). 

RSF issued a statement Tues- 
day from Paris calling on “the 
state prosecutor of the northern 
state of Sinaloa to do everything 
possible to identify those respon- 
sible for the threats of the past few 
months.” 

The case was also brought to 
the attention of the Inter-Ameri- 
can Press Association, which cited 
the actions against Medrano as ex- 
amples of attacks on freedom of 
expression in Latin America dur- 
ing a meeting held in Miami on

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NeW poll: Latinos wary of 
Bush immigration plan

votes for President George W. 
Bush, who has courted Latinos 
aggressively throughout his first 
term. 

Still, Bendixen says Presi- 
dent Bush’s level of Latino sup- 
port is still “very good” for a 
Republican president, with 53 
percent of Latinos giving him a 
positive job rating. But only 30 
percent of the Latino registered 
voters polled said they would 
vote for the president over a 
Democratic candidate in the Nov. 
4 election. 

The job rating and voting in- 
tention results showed no gains 
in President Bush’s favor when 
compared to several recent polls 
of Latinos taken before the im- 
migration proposal was an- 
nounced, including a New York 
Times/CBS poll and two con- 
ducted by Pew Hispanic Center. 

President Bush’s immigra- 
tion proposal, announced with an 
eloquent description of the hard- 
ships faced by undocumented 
immigrants and praise of their 
contributions, did strike a chord. 

A high number of respon- 
dents, 74 percent, said they were 
aware of the proposal. 

Latinos found a lot to like: a 
majority approved of the fact that 
the plan gave freedom to work- 
ers to travel back-and-forth to 
their homelands, that temporary 
workers would be able to bring 
families along if they could 
prove that they could support 
them, and that social security 
payments would be credited to 
home-country retirement sys- 
tems. 

Upon being first asked about 
the proposal, before any details 
of the plan were revealed, 42 
percent of Latinos said they sup- 
ported President Bush’s pro- 
posal; 20 percent said they op- 
posed it. 

Opposition surged and opin- 
ions became evenly divided once 
respondents were offered a three- 
sentence summary of Bush’s pro- 
posal, which included the fact 
that after six years “most of those 
in the program would have to 
return to their home countries.” 

A 58 percent majority said 
they didn’t like the fact that the 
plan does not guarantee U.S. citi- 
zenship or permanent residency 
cards to undocumented immi- 
grants. Temporary workers must 
either leave the country or be 
subject to deportation after their 


work-term expires. 

“They want something bet- 
ter,” Bendixen says. “The biggest 
question (Bush) has to answer is 
what happens to these people af- 
ter six years.” 

Scott McClellan, White 
House spokesman, says that un- 
der this plan, immigrant workers 
will see “every incentive for 
them to come” and to return 
home. To head off conservative 
criticisms, President Bush has 
repeatedly said that he opposes 
any amnesty that rewards un- 
documented immigrants. 

The poll showed that 
Latinos are sensitive to the idea 
that the president's offer of an 
immigration plan was part of an 
election-year gambit to gain trac- 
tion with the fast-growing Latino 
electorate, which gave him 35 
percent of the vote in the 2000 
presidential elections. Sixty- 
three percent said they agreed 
with critics of the plan who say 
that President Bush does not re- 
ally care about Latinos and that 
he's only interested in their votes. 

When given a choice be- 
tween President Bush's proposal 
and an immigration policy that 
would allow undocumented im- 
migrants to “earn” legalization, 
such as the Congressional His- 
panic Caucus plan and a biparti- 
san plan offered Jan. 21 by Sens. 
Chuck Hagel (R-Neb.) and Tom 
Daschle (D-S.D.), Latinos 


jumped at the alternative: 75 per- 


cent said they would prefer an 
“earned legalization” policy; 
only 16 percent chose President 
Bush’s plan. 

In the poll, immigration 
lagged behind jobs and the 
economy, health care and educa- 
tion in terms of Latinos’ top con- 
cerns. Still, Latinos view immi- 
gration as a litmus test issue for 
politicians and civic leaders, ac- 
cording to Robert Deposada, 
president of The Latino Coali- 
tion, a nonprofit and non-parti- 
san organization based in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

Immigration issues have a 
heightened importance in Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, heavily 
Latino states on the U.S.-Mexi- 
can border that will hold Demo- 
cratic primaries Feb. 3. Both are 
expected by analysts to be close 
contests in the November presi- 
dential election, with Latinos 
providing a possible swing 
vote.s2 


Acusan de asesinato a adolescente que mató a 
compañero de colegio 


Miami, (EFE).- Un estudiante 
de 14 años de Miami fue acusado de 
asesinato en primer grado por la

“existe suficientes pruebas como para 
acusarlo de asesinato en primer 
grado”. 

De acuerdo a las leyes del estado 
de Florida, si un adolescente es 
acusado de asesinato es juzgado como 
adulto, aunque, por el hecho de ser 
menor de edad, no afrontará una 
condena a muerte sino una pena 
máxima de prisión perpetua.
